It is to be presnmed that Ananias’s explana- 
tion was satisfactory to Colonel Ben- 
jamin Flewellen, for he _ settled down 
on his former master’s place, and proceeded to 
make his presence felt on the farm as it never 
bad been felt before. Himselfand his army- 
worn horse were decided accessions, for the 
horse turned out to be an excellent animal. 
Ananias made no contract with his former 
master, and asked for no wages. He simply 
took possessien of his old quarters, and began 
anew the life he had led in slavery times— 
with this difference: in the old days he had 
been compelled to work, but now he was work- 
ing of his own free will, aud to please himself. 
The result was that he worked much harder. 

It may be said here that though Colonel 
Benjamin Flewellen was a noted plant- 
er, he was not much of a farmer, 
Before and during the war he had intrusted 
his plantation and his planting interests to the 
care ofan overscer.$For three hundred dollars a 
year—which was not much of a sum in slavery 
times—he could be relieved of all the cares 
and anxieties incident tothe management. of 
a large plantation. His father before him had 
conducted the plantation by proxy, and Colo- 
nel Benjamin Flewellen was not slow to 
avail himself of a long-established 
custom that had been justified by  ex- 
perience. Moreover, Colonel Flewellen had 
a taste for literature. His father had gathered 
together a large collection of books, and Cole- 
nel Flewellen had added to this until he was 
the owner of one of the largest private libraries 
in a state where large private libraries were by 
no means rare. He wrote verse on occasion, 
and essays in defense of slavery. There are 
yet living men who believed that his ‘‘Reply”’ 
to Charles Sumner’s attack on -the south was 
so crushing in its argument and its in- 
vective—particularly its invective—that 
it would go far toward putting an end 
to the abolition movement. Col- 
onel Flewellen’s ‘“‘Reply”’ filled a page of the 
New York Day-Book. and there is no doubt 
that he made the mostof the limited space 
placed at his disposal. 

With his taste and training it is not snrpris- 
| ing that Colone] Benjamin Flewellen should 

leave his plantation interests tothe care of 
Mr. Washington Jones, his overseer, and de- 
vote himself to the liberal arts. He not only 
wrote and published the deservedly farnous 
‘“Reply’’ to Charles Sumner, which was after- 
ward reprinted in pamphlet form for the bene- 
fit of his fnends and admirers, but he collected 
his fugitive verses ina volume, which was 
published by an enterprising New York 
firm ‘for the author;’ and in addition 
to this he became the proprietor and _ editor of 

he Rockville Vade-Mecum, a weekly paper 
devoted to “‘literature, science, politics and the 
news.”’ 

When, therefore, the collapse came, the co)- 
onel fonnd himself practically stranded. He 
was not only land-poor, but he had no expe- 
rience in the management of his plantation. 
Ananias, when he returned from his jaunt 
with the army, was of some help, but not 
much. He knew how the plantation ought to 
be managed, but he stood in awe ofthe col- 
onel, and he was somewhat backward in giv- 
ing his advice. In fact, he had nothing to 
say unless his opinion was asked, and this was 
not often, for Colonel Flewellen had come 
to entertain the general opinion about Anani-

He was ugly and mean- 
looking, and he hada habit of slipping 
‘around and keeping out of the way of 
white people—a habit which, in that day 
and tiie, gave everybody reason enough to 
distrust him. As a result of this, Ananias 
got the credit of every mean act that could not 
be traced to any responsible source. If a 
smoke-house was broken open in the night, 
Ananias was the thief, ‘The finger of sus 
picion Was pointed at him on every possible oc- 
casion., Ile was thought to be the head and 
front of the Union League, a political organ- 
ization set in motion by the shifty carpet-bag- 
gers for the purpose of consolidating the negro 
vote against the whites. In this way prejudice 
deepened against him all the while, until he 
finally became something of an Ishmaelite, 
holding no intercourse with any white people 
but Colonel Flewelien and Miss Nelly, 

Meanwhile, as may be supposed, Colonel 
Flewellen was not making much of a success 
in managing his plantation. Beginning with- 
out money, he had as much as he could do to 
make ‘‘buckle and tongue meet,’’ as the 
phrase goes. In fact he did not make them 
meet. tie farmed on the old lavish plan. He 
borrowed money, and he bought provisions, 
mules and fertilizers on credit. paying as much 
as two hundred per cent interest on his debts. 

Strange to say, his chief creditor was Mr.

‘On the old market square stands§the Hotel 
de Ville, or city hall, with several stories of 
point-arched and mullioned windows, sur- 
mounted by a roof still higher than the body 
of the building, scored with tier after tier of 
three-cornered dormer windows and fringed 
with gold-tipped iron filigree. From the mid- 
dle of the edifice rises a gothic tower 364 feet 


high, crowned with a copper figure of St. 


Michael, 17 feet high, that turns with the 
wind. This building is generally esteemed the 
finest specimen of gothic architecture in the 
world. Within its historic walls Charles V 
resigned his crown as emperor of Germany 
and withdrew toa monastery. - Before it, in 
the middle of the market place, stands the 
statuary group of Counts Egmont and Horn, 
who made the first stand against the oppression 
of Charles’s successor, and paid for their patri- 
otic interference on the hcadsman’s block. 

“Other buildings that have a more diversified 
interest are the great Burgundian library and 
the museum, which latter contains the works 
of the renowned Flemish painters. _. 

“The park in front of the royal palace is 
deemed one of the most beautiful in Europe, 
while round the ancient core of the city for five 
good miles the old rampart has been turned 
into a handsome boulevard, shaded with fine 
trees, and to make the circuit I have found a 
most delightful morning walk. 

“Belgium is well known from the many 
wars that have been waged in it, as the ‘cock- 
pit of Europe.’ Some ten  miies 
from the city is the field of Waterloo, which is 
reached by a road leading through the forest 
of Soignes. The cleanliness of the Belgian 
towns and their inhabitants is indeed remark- 
able. I greatly admired the care that my own 
servants spent both upon my house and upon 
their own persons. When carpets are dis- 
pensed with in the summer time the floors 
even of the poorer classes are kept s0 clean 
that you might eat off them, unless you pre- 
ferred to use for a table cloth one of the snowy 
white curtains that hang in their bed-rooimn 
windows. 

‘* Between six and seven in the morning you 
may constantly see a whole row of shopkeepers 
scrubbing their doorsteps, sousing their win- 
dows and the paved footways with a hose and 
now and then giving a generous sprinkle to 
the road itself. 

‘The agriculture of Belgium is much diversi- 
fied, flax and hemp being largely grown, and 
abundance of fruit besidés the usual cereals 
and iorage crops of frorthern Europe. The 
farins are mostly small, but they are culti- 
vated alike with minute economy and large- 
minded skill. The land is everywhere ad- 
mirably drained, and, where it is too flat fora 
proper fall throughout, the drains, as in Hol- 
land, are made in short sections, each with a 
good fall, and the water is lifted from one sec- 
tion to another by wind water pumps. And, 
strange as it may seem, this country, with a 
population denser than any otherin the world, 
was able to grow not only enough grain for its 
own wants, but a surplus for the wants of 


' other nations. 


‘We would add that such is the economy of 


| the people that for scores of miles together 
| you will see apple orchards or strawberry gar- 
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dens lining the banks of the railroads. 

‘Besides the cultivated portion of the coun- 
try, which is like a continuous garden, there 
are, however, some fine forests, and, especially 
in the southeast, tracts devoted to mining 
coal and iron. 

‘Besides Brussels there are other great cities 
in Belgium which are highly prosperous—Bru- 
ges, Antwerp and Liege, forexample, deriving 
tiucir wealth alike from foreign commerce and 
home manufactories, from the heavy iron forges 
at Liege to the exquisite lace shops of Mechlin. 
Carpet weaving is car-ied on with great success 
and profit, Brussels carpets being sought aiter 
throughout the civilized world.”’ : 

In addition to his curious table we saw an- 
other keepsake from Belgium in Mr. Hilliard’s 
library, a bronze bust from Homer, a fac-simile 
of the one which standsin the Brussels mu- 
seum and is the recognized head of the poet.

in the spring and fall of the year, generally . 


from the Ist of May to the lu.ter part of July, 
and again from the middie of September until 
December. I am told that out of the vast 
number who make the trip, it is exceeding] 
hard to find one who has cause to regret it, all 
declaring that they prefer it ten to one to go- 
fiez by rail. 

We left Savannah on the particular voyage 
of which I speak on the steamship ‘City of 
Macon,” on Thursday July 26th, at 9:30 p. m., 
a little later than the advertised time on ac- 
count of the tide, which was not high enough, 
and sailed down the Savannah river for twenty 
miles before reaching the sea. The city of 
Savannah is lighted by electric lights, station- 
ed on iron towers from eighty to a hundred 
feet high. ‘These towers are all over the city, 
and from the ocean, twenty miles away, they 
form a beautiful sight. 

The first lighthouse seen is the one on Tybee 
fsland. It looms up in the dark, and with 
its bright light guides the pilot right out of 
the mouth of the river. At this lighthouse we 
steer directly out to sea, 

LEAVING LAND OUT OF SIGHT 

by fifty or sixty miles, and fortwo days and a 

half we were out of sight of land, except a 
glimpse of Hatteras. On Saturday morning 

at four o’clock the light of the Cape Hatteras 

lighthcuse was visible. Then we took a more 

northwesterly course and did not see land 

again until Sunday afternoon at one o’clock. 

It is interesting to watch the birds that fol- 
Jow the ship in cuest of food. They 
meyer seem to ajight, and it seems 
that we see the same ones all the way. An- 
other interesting feature seen in the southern 
waters is the ilying fish, On Friday we saw 
great schools of them, jumping out of the wa- 
ter, flying for some little distance and then 
going back into the water. A number of por- 
posses were alsoseen. Even whales are to be 
seen along the way, and on Saturday we saw 
one or two small ones cruising around, ‘bat on 
Sunday four or five, and one extra large one 
was seen. 

Vast numbers of schooners, vessels and cc- 
casionally steamboats are seen en route. 
Sometimes as many asa dozen are in sight, 
but out atsea we do not ass very cose to 
them, although they cau en quite plein'y. 
More of them are seen as far nerth as Chis.- 
peake and Delaware bays for large numbers 
of them grin to portat Baltimore and Phila- 
delphia. ssut by far sal! greater numbers and 
largar vessels are visible farther north towards 
New York afid LBoston, as these are 

the perts towhich the m&jority of them go. 

‘On Svuday afternoon we sighteda large num- 

ber of boats fishing for mackerel and even saw 
school of mackerel! pass the vessel. 

By far the most pleasant part of the trip, so 
far as sighi-seeing is concerned is af.er we come 
in sight of land again. 

THE FIRST LAND 

to be scen is some sandy islands a little south 
of Long Island, and then comes that 
noted island itself. We passed within 
two and a half or three miles of 
it,and the whole of one side of the island, 
from the Shinnerock light to the eastern end, 
was seen s0 plainly that we could distinguish 
houses upon it. 

The Shinnerock lighthouse, on Long island, 


' $s one of the most notable and useful in the 


country. It is to the sailors a pillar of cloud 
by day and one of fire by night, so to speak, 
It can be seen at night for about thirty miles 
out at sea, and in the daytime it is visible for 
a half to three quarters of an hour before land 
is in sight. 

After passing the Martha’s Vineyard light- 
ship we enter the Martha’s Vineyard sound, 


and here navigation becomes exceedingly difti- 


cult. We pass three of these lightships on the 
Way and they are stationed on shoals. The 
depth of the water varies, being sometimes 
not more than five or six feet. On this ac- 


count these boats have to remain at the shoals ~ 


continually, supplies being brought out to 
them by other boats and the men being reheved 
at intervals. 
As to the weather we could not have 
had better, if it had been desired. It was sim- 
ly excellent. The sea was very smooth all 
he way, the heaviest being on Sunday and 
Monday morning, but by this time almost 
everyone was accustomed to the motion of the 
boat. The first day out at sea was very cool 
and pleasant, and the farther north we went 
the cooler it became, and on Sunday it was al- 
most cold, as the boat was running against a 
strong Wind all the way. Captain Henry C. 
Lewis, chief officer of the boat a 
most able and efficient seaman 
and a very. pleasant man, was 
ever ready to answer any questions aud to ex- 
plain any point. He said thatasa rule they 
pleasant weather at this time of the year, 
but it was wonderful to go all the way without 
having a single fog, and we did not haye even 
a slight one. 


The captains on this line of steamers are” 


their own pilots, and the man atthe wheel is 
compelled to obey the orders of the captain, 
whatever they may be. The Savannah river. 
as well as Martha's Vineyard sound is extreme- 
ly difficult to navigate, but Captain Lewis 
piloted the boat through these with as much 
grace and ease as he did when on the ocean. 

On Saturday morning at 10 o’clock we met 
tho othersteamer which was coming from Bos- 
ton, and each boat saluted the other by three 
Joud and deep whistles from the geng.

AN AWFUL DEATH. 


A Chicago Lady, Bitten by a Pet Dog, Suffers 
the Horrors of Hydrophobia. 
Cuicaao, July 24.—A bite from a pet dog 


caused the death of Mrs. John S. Martin, | 


whose funeral took place this noon. 

From Thursday last till Sunday at midnight 
Mrs. Martin suffered the horrors of hydropho- 
bia, somewhat, however, reduced in violence, 
owing to the treatment administered. 

The family, consisting of Mr. Martin, his 
wife, who was twenty-eight years old, and two 
children, lived in a neat house on Fillmore 
street, near Albany avenue, There were 
numerous stray dogs around in the neighbor- 
hood. One of these homeless curs, a neighbor’s 
dog, and asetter belonging to Mr. Martin, got 
into a back-yard fight some eight weeks ago. 
All three dogs were bitten, and the fur of each 
was torn and lacerated, as is generally the case 
in such conflicts. None of the neighbors 
thought anything of the dog fight, certainly 
the Martin family did not, though their pet 
setter at that time was inoculated with rabics. 
This dog was a great favorite, not only with 
the children, but with Mr. and Mrs. Martin, 
and the latter, some days later, was deeply 
concerned when she observed that the pet 
setter was acting as if troubled with some dis- 
tress. The dog was noted for its intelligence 
and playful ways. All at once it became 
morose and sullen. It avoided the children 
and ceased its friendly overtures to its master 
and mistress. In two or three places where 
the setter was bitten festering sores appeared. 
They. became inflamed after awhile, and with- 
out attaching any gravity to the character of 
these sore spots on the dog Mr. Martin and his 
wife agreed that they were the cause of his iil 
temper. 

Each day the do.; becam mor: irritable. A 
ncighbor woman to whom the condition of the 

et Setter was made known advised that Mrs. 

Martin bathe the dog’s head in water, adding 
thatthe inflammation would be reduced by 
that means. Mrs. Martin undertook to follow 
out the directions given. While holding the 
dog in her lap he bither. The wound was in 
the hand, and Mrs. Martin promptly had it 
cauterized, and very deeply, too. She experi- 
enced no particular discomfort, as the wound 
was a slight one and it quickly healed, and in 
a week or two only a faint scar remained to 
tell of the dog bite. Her general health had 
always been good, and, as her hand secmed to 
get better, she was much surprised when, for 
apparently no reason at all, herarm began to 
experience a strange feeling, and a nervous 
irritability changed her disposition entirely. 

A prickling sensation at times came over 
her limbs, and this feeling was described as if 
countless needles were being run through her 
arms. At times she would complain of numb- 
ness in the feet and hands, and again of a 
racking headache. These attacks were at in- 
tervals, and as time elapsed their violence in- 
creased, It was decided finally to calla phy- 
sician. Dr. R. N. Foster was summoned, and 
early last week he saw his patient for the first 
time. One look at her, and the physician 
guessed the real trouble. The lady was nerv- 
ous and feverishly talkative and disturbed. 
She complained of headache, and of quick dis- 
tressing pains at the base of her skull. Her 


linibs felt numb, and through her arms was ‘ 


the prickling sensation she complained of so 
long. Dr. Foster directed that a glass of water 
be given the sick woman. At sight of the 
water Mrs. Martin was attacked with spasms. 
That convinced the physician the case was 
hydrophobia, and he prepared ito treat it so as 
to reduce the suffering. of the patient to the 
minimum, Injectionsof whisky, hydrate of 
chloral and stramonium were hyperdermically 
administered. ‘his had a soothing effect on 
the sufferer, though at times it failed to wholly 
quiet her. 

Dr. Foster called in as consuiting physicians 
Drs. Knowles and Washbourne. They in- 
dorsed the treatment he prescribed, and sug- 
gested that a skilled watch be kept on Mrs. 
Martin during her illness. Two young 
physicians were secured for the purpose, and 
one of them was always by her side while the 
other slept, The instructions of the elder 
physicians were carried out to the minutest 
detail. Atno time during the lady’s illness 
was a physician out of the sick room. LEvery- 
thing that science could do for her was pef- 
formed, but, despite these ministrations, Mrs. 
Martin sank steadily, and at midnight of Sun- 
day last she died. Her death was due to col- 
lapse. 

Toward the end her struggles became violent 
tothe extreme of frenzy, and, as paroxysm 
after paroxysm left her weaker than before, 
her death ensued finally from exhaustion.

‘Jud Clements,’’ of the Rome district of 
Georgia, has started down to his home to dook after 
his renomination to congress. He has becn eight 
years a member of the house, and he wants to stay 
there for the present. Tom Coakley, one of the New 
York doorkeepers of the house, tells how near Mr 
Clements came to losing his place at the last eonvenh- 
tion in his district. It appearsthat one of Jud’s con- 
stituents, who isa man of considerable influence 
and gencrally sane on all other points, had an old 
breastpirm™that he had canvinced himself belouged 
atone time to George Washington. He wrote to 
Clements describing the pin and Stating that the 
father of hiscountry had carved bis nameon it 
with hisown hands, The writer desired Mr. Clem- 
ents to at once introduce a bill int» the house pro- 
viding for the purchase of the breastpin and named 
a good round sum as the price. Ofcourse the con- 
gressman laughed over the matter, but hedid not 
even smile, whem a few months afterwarcs, at the 
meeting of the congressional convention in his dis- 
trict he found that the breastpin owner had come up 
from one of the back counties with a big delegation 
pledged against hisrenomination. Jud Clements is 
a good talker, but he had to scatter himself around 
very lively to moUify the big granger and save him- 
self from possible defeat in the convention. 


Conkling on Capital Punishment. 

Apropos to the recent commutation of 
Chira Cignarle’s sentence, the New York Sun pub- 
lishes an interview with Roscoe Conkling at the 
time the verdict was rendered many months ago. 
In the course of this interview, which, in accord- 
ance with Mr. Conkiine’s wishes, has been sup- 
pressed lest “it might have some influence in de- 
ciding Cignarale’s fata,” the eminent jurist said: 
“At no time should 2 woman’s life be legally put in 
danger, Our civilization is certainly tco far ad- 
vanced to permit the killing of a woman by process 
of law. It is bad enough, God kuows, to. hang a 
man. A woman's life should never be taken, even 
though she has been fonnd guilty of the awful crime 
of murder, The hastening to eternal judgment of 
a woman's soul by order of a civilized judge, in a 
civilized court of a civilized country, is a blot upon 
the manhcod of this nation.”

EFFECTS OF SOMNAMBULISM., 


Great Achievements That Have Been Ac- 
complisized by Persons While Asleep. 
From the Century. 

Somnambulism in its simplest form is seen 
when persons talk in their sleep. They are 
plainly asleep and dreaming, yet the connec- 
tion, ordinarily broken, between the physical 
organs and the images passing through the 
mind, is retained or resumed in whole or in 
part. Itis very common for children to talk 
more or less in their sleep; also, many persons 
who do not usually do so are liable to mutter 
if they have overeaten, or are feverish or 
otherwise ill. Slight movements are very fre- 
quent. Many who donot fancy that they have 
ever exhibited the germs of somnambulism 
groan, cry out, whisper, move the hand or foot 
or head plainly in connection with ideas pass- 
ing through the mind. From these incipient 
manifestations of no importance somnambu- 
lism reaches frightful intensity and almost in- 
conceivable complications. 

Somnambulists in this country have recently 
perpetrated murders, have even killed their 
own children; they have carried furniture out 
of houses, wound up clocks, ignited conflagra- 
tions. A carpenter not long since arose in the 
night, went into his shop, began to file a saw, 
but the noise of the operation awoke him. 
The extraordinary feats of somnambulists in 
ascending to the roofs of houses, treading 
dangerous places and doing many other things 
which they could not have done when awake 
have often been described, and in many cases 
made the subject of investigation. Formerly 
it was believed that if not awakened they 
would in process of time return to their beds, 
and that therr would not be any danger of 
serious accident happening tothem. This has 
long been proved false. Many have fallen out 
of windows and been killed, and, though some 
have skirted the brink of danger safely, tho 
number of accidents to sleeping persons is 
great, 

Essays have been written by somnambulists. 
A young lady, troubled and anxious about a 
prize for which she was to compete, involving 
the writing of an essay, arose from her bed in 
sleep and wrote a paper upon @ subject upon 
which she had not intended to write when 
awake; and this essay secured for her the 
prize. Thesame person, later in life, while 
asleep selected an obnoxious paper from among 
several documents, put it in a cup, and set fire 
toit. She was entirely unaware of the trans- 
action. in the morning. 

Intellectual work has sometimes been done 
in ordinary dreams not attended by somnam- 
bulism. The composition of the “Kubla 
Khan,’’ by Coleridge while asleep, and of the 
‘‘Devil’s Sonata,’’ by Tartini, are paralleled in 
a small way frequently. Public speakers often 
dream out discourses, and there is a clergyman 
in the western part of New York state who, 
many years ago, dreamed that he preached a 
powerful. sermon upon a certain topic, and 
celiverd that identical discourse the following 
Sunday with great effect. Butsuch composi- 
tions are not somnambulistic unless accom- 
panied by some outward action at the time.

Perhaps 
the profile is less human-—statuesque to the 
point of revealing the chisel. But when you 
look straight up into the sweet creole face you 
cin believe she lives; ajl the wonderful West 
Indian charm of the woman is there. 

She isstanding justin the centre of Savanna, 
robed in the fashion of the directory, with gra- 
cious arms and shoulders bare to the winds; 
one hand leans upon a» medallion sculp- 
tured with the eagle profileof Napoleon. Sev- 
en tall palms stand ina circle about her, lift - 
ing their comely heads into the blue glory of 
the tropical day. Within their enchanted ring 
you feel that you are treading sacred soil, the 
holy ground of artist and poet. Here in the 
silence all historical gossip is hushed; the re- 
collections of memoir writers vanish away; 
here you do not care to know how rumor avers 
that she lived, or spoke, or laughed, or wept; 
only the bewitchment of her lives under the 
thin shadowing of these feminine palms, the 
soft creole grace, the whole spell of womanly 
sweetness. Over blue spaces of summer sea, 
through the vast splendor of azure light, she 
leoks forever yearningly back to the dear, si- 
lent, drowsy place of her birth—back to emer- 
ald, old-fashioned Trois-Islets, always with 
the same half-dreamy, half-plaintive smile, un- 
utterably touching. 

And everybody loves her; you will not think 
it foolish for them to love her, once you have 
looked into her face, Every one is proud of her ; 
the black laborers, the brown marines, the mar- 
ket women, the bonnes—all the curious many- 
colored population of this quaini little town. 
If they do not wash her often, if they do not 
twine tlowers about her beautifal neck, and 
lay bouquets before her white feet, it is only 
because they are so very, very lazy, dreadfully 
lazy (and everybody gets lazy sooner or later in 
this climate); it is not because their affection 
for her has grown the least bit cold. There is rfot 
one black or brown or yellow motherin ail this 
entiquated, earthquake-shaken city who does 
not teach her baby to love ‘‘Manzelle ’Fifine,”’ 
the pretty white creole girl who became the 
bride of an emperor. 

That is all they know about her, all they 
care to kuow; itisenough. ‘To their childish 
fancy she always lives,inimortal in the summcr 
of her beauty, a darling young mistress of the 
olden time, a fine white creole lady to be al- 
ways petted, to be always revered, to be always 
approached with a smile. No doubt they often 
greet her, on their morning way to the market 
—te fill their baskets with grotesque vegeta- 
bles and fantastic fruit, with golden and scar- 
let and azure fish—salute her in their many- 
yvoweled, caressing creole speech. ‘‘Bonjou’, 
che! che—doudux, doudux-cocott’!’’ For they 
all talk to themseives here—I donot know 
why (even the white settlers fall,into the habit) 
—talk to themselves and to imaginary beings, 
and to the trees, like the women of the Kale- 
vala. And they would lay down their lazy, 
happy lives to save her from one wanton 
scratch. 

Once she needed all their love very much in- 
deed. It was after tlie fall of the second em- 
pire, when republicanism, even in Martinique, 
was furious in its zeal to destroy every memory 
of the Napoleons. Even Manzelle ’fitine was 
doomed; preparations were made for her de- 
struction; a rope was fastened about her whito 
neck, Butin this torrid, lazy land all things 
are done slowly, and the news of the design 
had time to spread far and wide before the 
statue could be moved. 

It was never moved. One morning at sun- 
‘ise the radical workmen, entering the Savan- 
na, were driven back by a hostof turbaned wo- 
men, brandishing axes, hatchets, cutlasses 
borrowed from the plantations, Knives snatch- 
ed from the market stalls. ‘Vide! bande salo- 


pris! Ofte donc!—vini foute lamain yonne fois 
assou statue-la! Ou pas capab touche li! 
Vide!”’ Allthe passionate affection of the 


slave for the mistress, all the fierceness of Af- 
rican devotion to a fetich, thrilled in the wrath 
of the crowd that barred the way against the 
iconoclasts and held it fearlessly—tigerish and 
terrible. The black radicals recoiled, aban- 
doned their purpose, and left ‘‘Manzelle 
’Fifine’’ to smile and dream in peace. Then 
the crowd cut the ropes away, the women gar- 
landed their idol with flowers, wreathed jas- 
mines blossoms about her throat, heaped bou- 
quets before her white feet. And she stands 
unchanged in the heart of the drowsy town, in 
her circle of towering palms,always smiling ag 
jn reverie, always looking across the violet sea, 
through the azare light, toward the green 
shadows of silent Trois-Islets, where nobody 
now ever goes.

The Present Generation Differ- 
ent From Their Ancestors. 


“CRACKERS” PASSING AWAY 


Bill Arp Writes About the Days 
When He Was Young. 


Evolution is asuccess. Not that evolution 
of living creatures, which the men of science 
aro discussing, but the progress of the mind in 
developing material things, the enlargement 
of mental capacity to discover, to invent, re- 
fine and enjoy. These Chautauquas that are 
being established all over the land ae the last 
and best sign of our advancing Civilization. 
The eager steps that the south is taking in 
that direction illustrates her appreciation of 
the good, tho true and the beautiful. How 
quickly she saw the golden fruit that grew 
upon the treethat was planted at the New 
York Chautauqua, and now within three years 
has planted her own at Monteage and Lake 
‘Weir, and Defuniak, and Salt Springs. What 
a refined luxury of thought and 
emotion abounds in these  gather- 
ings for the diffusion of knowledge. 
How they do broaden the mind and Iessen 
prejudice and enlarge charity. I said to a 
friend who had just returned from a tour 
around the world, ‘‘What effect has your tray- 
els had upon you?” With grateful expression 
he replied: ‘They have given me new views of 
life and nature and humanity. They have 
taken away many of my prejudices and made 
me more tolerante as to government and laws 
and religion, and yet I return with a profounder 
respect and a deeper love for my own country 
—her freedom, her institutions and above all, 
for the blessed intivence of Christianity upon 
our advancing civilization.”” When that no- 
ble-hearted Englishman, James Smithson, be- 
queathed to the United States a million of dol- 
lats for the diffusion of knowledge 
among men he became the founder 
of the Smithsonian Institute, which 
was in fact the first Chautauqua, and began 
its good work just forty years ago. It was the 
first normal college—a college whose purpose 
was to educate the educated, the learned, the 
suvans in science and in art; andso the high 
purpose of this Chautauqua is to diffuse 
knowledge among men and advance them toa 
higher plane than can the schools. What a 
contrast do these surroundings present to the 

minds of those who halfacentury ago strug- 
gled for knowledge. How gratefully conscious 
we are that our children and grandchildren 
live in a betterage than that in which our 
youth was spent. “The world is assimulating— 
nowledge is being diffused. Half a century 
ago it was within reach of the privileged few. 
I remember when my father was a merchant, 
and Iwas a lad tehird his counter, about 
half his customers made cross- 
marks to their promissory notes, 
But few of them could tell whether they had 
signed for ten dollars or an hundred, but they 
signed and trusted. Honestand true they be- 
lieved that others were. We love to tell of 
the honest vepooeony f of those good old times, 
but still every man has a yearning for his chil- 
dren, a longing desire for their education. 
Not long ago I called at an humble cottage for a 
drink,of water, and found a little bare-foot girl 
reading astory to her grandpa. It was a Sunday- 
school paper and tlhe old man was proud to 
tell me that Sarah Jane could read. ‘I had 
no farnin’,’’ said he, ‘‘but this child has been 
to school and now she comes and reads to the 
old man and it does me a power of good.”’ I 
know of a father who goes regularly to school 
with his two little boys and studies the same 
lesson and stands up with them at recitation. 
The humble country people, the toilers, aro 
advancing in knowledge, in ideas, in language. 
The time was when most every family and 
their kindred had a dialect of their own. Their 
language and tone of voice was handed down 
from some rude ancestor and spread around 
among the children to the third and fourth 
generation, there was a whole settlement in 
Gwinnett county who said ‘wall’ for well— 
‘yaas’ for yes, and added eh to every break in 
eir sentences. “le told me eh that he was 
agwinetotown eh, and I axed him eh to 
bring us some coffee ech.” There was another 
very numerous family who enclosed their sen- 
tences with ‘‘so it wus’’ or ‘‘so he did”’ or “‘so 
I will.” Ihave bought mea cow, soI have, 
and I gave fifteen dojlars for her, so I did. 
There are still people living among the hills of 
north Georgia who say you’uns and we’un’s, 
but they are growing few andold. A clever 
country woman was telling my wife about one 
of her nabors falling in the fire and she said, 
‘‘as soon as [ hearn it I sont atter Jim for to 
come for to go for to git some inyuns 
to make a poultice for to put on 
the burn for to draw the fire out of hit. 
I knew a good woman who called her daughter 
Thella, and when I asked what the child’s 
name was, said, ‘her name is Othello but I call 
her Thella for short.”’ But the children and 
grandchildren of these good old fashioned peo- 
ple make no such mistakes. The school mas- 
ter is abroad in the land and the press is circu- 
lating knowledge every where. Miss Murfree 
cannot now find the people nor the dialect in 
Smoky mountain that she writes so charming- 
ly about. setsy Hamilton can’t find her 
quaint and curious characters in north Ala- 
bama. Colonel Newman can’t find the north 
Georgia cracker around Canton. That genera- 
tion has well nigh gone. Even the negroes 
have ceased to use their old time folk lore, and 
bre’r rabbit and bre’r fox have ceased to dis- 
cuss their priyate affairs. I remember when 
my grandfather used to set the big 
milk pail under the cow and 
milk with both hands and _ = say 
“Ah, my laddie, I kin git more milk from this 
ere cow than ye can from half a dozen down 
in Georgia.”” He wasarough old man just 
like the times he lived in. He mowed hay 
and laid stone wall for a living; but the next 
age was a better one and so my father got a 
good share of schooling and became well 
versed in the limited literature of his day. 
Next came my own age, which was better 
still, and I was sent to college, which was sup 
posed to be the goal, the finish, the complete- 
ness of education. The difference between 
the dialect, tone and accent of the up country 
and low country people is still very marked 
and distinguishing. I remember that forty 
years ago a little girl of one of the best Savan- 
naj: families would say to her brother James, 
Berjim, mama say come dare to he,” and they 
still pronounce mama and pappa long with 
the accent on the second syllable. 
while our up country people pronounce 
it broad with the account on the first. 

Simplicity was the marked characteristic of 
the past age—simplicity in habits, manners 
and customs. The people lived and acted the 
truth of Pope’s couplet: 

; “Man wauts but little here below, 
Nor wants that little long.”’ 

They were honest; they were faithful and 
true in their domestic relations; they earned 
their daily bread, and had no respect for 
—— gained by trick or hazard or specula- 

ion. 

Their sports and pastimes were rough and 
rude, and their quarrels were settled without 
pistols. Court week and the general musters 
were their semi-annual holidays. An old- 
fashioned muster was Sana! to a mod- 
ern “Mardi Gras.” The governor was 
the commander in chief, but as 
he could not be personally present, 
the militia were reviewed by proxy. Every 
county had an aid-de-camp with tho rank of 
colonel. He held his rank and title as long as 
the governor held his office, and he was ex- 

ted to holler for him and talk for him and 

oom him, and if necessary, he must fight for 
him on a suitable occasion. If the governor 
failed of re-election, ythese colonels had to re- 
tire too, and a new’Set were appoinied, but the 
old set never lost theimtitie, and so the state in 
course of time got pretty full of colonels. On 
muster day the colonel wore a cockade hat and 
a red plume and epaulets, and a long brass 
sword and big brass spurs, and horse pistols in 
the holsters of his saddle, and he and his per- 
sonal staff rode up and down the lines review- 
ing the militia, who were drawn up in a double 
crooked straight line in a great big field, 
that was full of gullies and broom sage. Some 
wore Coats and some didn’t; some wore shoes 
and some didn’t, but none wore beards, for in 
those days none wore beards but gamblers. 
Some were armed with shotguns and some with 
rifles or muskets, but most of them carried 
sticks and cornstalks and umbrellas, and the 
stood up or squatted down at pleasure, an 
about half the time were hollering for water. 
| The colonel and

his staff rode up and down the 


= 

lines on fine horses that danced and pranced 
like there were tacks under the saddles. The 
roll of each company was called and every man 
answered to his name whether he was there or 
not. Then the colonel took a central position 
and faced the long audience and waved his 
glittering sword and exclaimed, “Attention, 
battalion! Shoulder arms, right face, march !’’ 
Then the kettle drum rattled and the 
fife squeaked and some guns went 
off half-cocked, and the militia gave three 
cheers for the colonel and were disbanded 
until the next muster. 

Old man Brooks was the chief musician in 
my day and would not have exchanged this 
office with the king of England. He always 
played Brooks’s march for the militia to loco- 
mote by. They never marched or kept step 
by the music, but they got along somehow by 
walking and trotting and pacing and fox trot- 
ting by turns. 

Old father Rrooks played his part well in 
the drama or farce, or whatever it was. He 
magnified his office. He loved music. He 
said his fife was his life and his fiddle was his 
riddle. On his last bed he sent for my father 
to come and see him. Old and wrinkled and 
cadaverous, he motioned to be propped 
up in his bed, and then with 
al inverted chair behind his pillow 
he pointed to his fiddle that lay upon the shelf 
near by and it was handed to him. Hugging 
it to his old bosom he smiled’ amid his tears 
and whispered “I wish that I could play you 
one more time,’’ That night the old man died 
with ‘his left hand closed hard and rigid around 
the neck of his violin. 

After the muster was over then came the 
horse racing on quarter nags and Aorse swap- 
ping and of course some pugilistic. exercises lr 
front of the groceries. 

Jim Bowles was the center of a crowd from 
his beat and stripped to the waist, he pranced 
around and popped his fist in the palm of his 
hand and jumped up and cracked his heels to- 
gether three times before nga struck the 
ground and gave a wild Injun whoop and ex- 
claimed: “T’m the _ best man in 
Pinkneyville district.”’ About that. 
time big Jim Robinson jumped up in the center 
of another crowd and yelled, ‘‘I’m the best 
man in Ben Smith's deestrict,’”’ and Nic Raw- 
lins screamed like a panther from another 
crowd and gritted his teeth, and shook his hair 
and yelled, ‘‘Gentlemen, my Betsy Jane says 
I’m the best man in Rockbridge deestrict, and 
I reckon she ought for to know.’”’ 

It was just like gamecocks crowing in the 
barnyard, and, like the cocks, two of them 
soon got together and went to fighting, and 
everybody stood around and shouted, ‘‘hands 
off, gentlemen; stand back, gentlemen. Hands 
off; let ’em fight fair and square.’’ And they 
fought hard and fought long, and when one of 
them got to be the bottom dog in the fight, and 
hollered ‘“‘enough,’’ the show was over, unless 
the victor dared to crow again, and had to 
tackle another rooster. I have known 
Nic Rawlins to whip three brag men 
in one evening and Nick was no bad man 
either. Every body liked Nick. He had fit 
and fout and fought until he bad lost a fingey 
and a snip cut of his nose and a piece of his 
left ear but he was never mad. Nick told: me 
not long ago that he never did love to fight but 
when he courted Betsy Jane she ‘lowed that 
when she married a man he had to be a inan 
all over inside and out and so he got to fighting 
on her account. But these old times are gone 
—gone never toreturn. Even the preachers 
who used to take off their coats in the pulpit 
have conformed tomore politecustoms. Their 
singsong sermons are heard no more—nor the 
nasal attachments that were something be- 
tween asnufiie andasnort Old Father Dan- 
nelly and his wooden leg are dead and so is old 
Barny Pace who said to the Rome girl who 
went out to hear him just for ihe 
fun of the thing—“If that town gal with the 
green bonnet on herlhead and the devil’s mar- 
tingales around her neck, and his stirrups in her 
ears, don’t quit her giglin, I will pint her out 
to the congregation.’”’” We have more man- 
ners now, though our morals may be at. a dis- 
count. Bint ARP.

Canadian Villagers Battling With Burning 
Brush. 

OrTrawa, Ont., August 4.—Bush fires are de- 
vastating the country in every direction and 
the loss will be terrible. What is known as 
the Stewarton bush, ad joining this city, is now 
on fire, and hundreds of citizens have gone out 
to prevent the flames crossing the city limits. 
A volanteer brigade has been tormed to assist 
in fighting the flames. 

A VILLAGE DESPROYED. 
{jEureka, a small village containing fifty 
houses and stores, and a large steam saw mill, 
half a mile away, has been swept out of exist- 
ence. The houses were mostly occupied by 
mill hands, who lost everything, many of 
them barely escaping with their lives, 

PEMBROKE IN FLAMES, 

Around Pembroke the whole country is re- 
ported to be in ftiames, and the settlers are 
crowding toward the banks of the river for 
refuge.

THE BOWERY BLAZE. 
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Twenty Dead Bodics Found in the Ruins— 
Other Fires 

New Yor, Aucust 4.—The firemen at work 
in the ruins of the Bowery fire this morning 
recovered another body, that of a woman, 
probably Minnie Meyerson, a tailoress, of No. 
11 Ludlow street, in the ruins of the burned 
building. It was found down on the ground 
floor under a heap of burned rubbish, where it 
had been overlooked last night. The flesh was 
burned to a crisp, and the identity of the wo- 
man can be at best only guessed at. It was 
reported later that two more bodies, apparently 
of men, had been dug out, making twenty 
dead in all. 


ANOTHER FIND. 

Three additional bodies have been found, 
One of them had so entirely lost all semblance 
of human shape as to be mistaken for a roll of 
burned cloth, Thethree bodies were removed 
tothe morgue. The police guarded the ruins 
today and kept back the curious crowds. 

Abraham Stern, the owner of the burned 
building, will bury the dead at his own ex- 
pense. Inquiries were made of the police this 
morning for Abraham Schneider and Reuben 
Levine, who are missing. Both men worked 
in the building, and are supposed to be among 
the unrecognized dead. 

A Hotel and Warehouse Burned. 

RicumonD, Va., August 4.—A fire occurred 
at Blackstone, a village on the Norfolk and 
Western railroad, today, which destroyed the 
Southern warehouse, hotel and a number of 
other buildings. The warehouse and hotel 
were owned by the same company. The loss 
is estimated at $30,000; insurance $12,500, 
mainly in Richmond companies and the com- 
pany at Council Bluffs, Iowa. But for a for- 
tunate change in the direction of the wind the 
town would have probably been destroyed. 
The fire is supposed to have originated from 
sparks from an engine in the warehouse. 


STRUCK BY LIGHTNING. 


Father and Mother Killed and the Children 
Bewildered. 

Cowpens, S. C. August 4.—[Special.]—Mr. 
Robert Linden, who lives two miles from this 
place, was in his house during the storm yes- 
terday between three and four o’clock, with 
his wife, and two children, one two years old 
and the other a little boy six years old. Light- 
ing struck the roof of the house killing Mr. 
Linden and his wife instantly, and set fire to 
house. The little children gathered around the 
dead bodies of their parents bewildered until 
the roof commenced to fall in, when the little 
boy dragged the body out, and huddled down 
near the chimney, so as to be protected from 
the beating rain and remained there until 
driven off again by the heat and falling timbers. 
The little fellow got to the road, and pulled 

he baby along the best he could and the child 

came near being drowned from the flood of 
waterin the road. They were finally discov- 
ered by aneighbor, who chanced along the 
road, and taken care of. The little boy says 
his mother was in the act of setting a pan to 
catch the water from a leak in the roof, and 
Mr. Linden was standing near her, when 
lightning struck the house, and that they were 
killed instantly.

DULUTH’S TERRIBLE STORM. 
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Rain, Hail and Lightning do Damage to the 
Amount of 8150,000,_ - 


DvututH, Minn., August 4.—Two separate 
storms of rain, hail and lightning visited Du- 
luth within a few hours of each other. 
During two hours it was the heaviest ever 
known. - Several houses were struck by light- 
ning, but no one was injured. Two policemen 
and five men standing on a corner watching 
the tlood were knocked down by lightning, but 
recovered. Upwards of fifty firzhs suffered 
loss through flooded streets and basements, 
losses ranging from $25,000 to as high as 
$40,000 in some cases. Fred Bayha, who was 
a pretty heavy loser, las been flooded out three 
times. 

Travel onthe street car lines was imme- 
diately stopped by the floods of water rushing 
over the tracks, at some places two and three 
feet deep. The electric light station was 
flooded and the lights went out all over the 
city. Washouts of sidewalks and crosswalks 
are too numerous to enumerate, extending all 
over the city in various places. Telegraph 
and telephone wires were badly broken and 
mixed, and the railroad yards and road tracks 
are undermined and carried away. One enter- 
prising merchant launched a birch bark canoe 
on Superior street and navigated for a consid- 
erable distance in it.

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That Rattled the Repubiicans 
of Indiana? 


GOVERNOR PORTER DID IT 


When He Declined to Accept the 
Gubernatorial Nomination. 


INDIANAPOLIS, August 4.—-[Special. |—It was 
Governor Porter, with his littie hatchet, who 
delivered the stroke which has paralyzed 
the republican party of Indiana. The ex-gov- 
ernor’s letter in which he declined decisively 
to accept the gubernatorial nomination, which 
the bosses thought to thrust upon him, has 
‘busted’ the slate of the machine, and now 
everything is confusion. 

This confusion may be temporary, and it 
may not. , 

The republican position toward Governor 
Porter is a rater peculiar one. He is recog- 
nized as the strongest man of his party in In- 
diana, and by many is thought the ablest. lie 
is certainly many thousand votes stronger than 
General Harrison, and in all the 
calculations of the machine has been 
considered the one man who could make 
republican success possible in that most im- 
portant state. 

When the Harrison campaign began, Gov- 
ernor Porter was looked upon with suspicion. 
He was believed to have decided leaning to- 
ward Judge Gresham, yet the people insisted 
that he should lead Indiana’s delegation to 
Chicago, and the machine had to consent. 
Porter's fealty to Harrison was even ques- 
tioned during the fight in the national conven- 
tion, but it is now generally believed that 
there were no gronnds for any such suspicions. 

Harrison was nominated and the hoosiers 
were happy. This happiness was, however, 
marred by a feeling of uncertainty and anx- 
iety. The Indiana delegation had promised 
the state’s electoral vote to the republican party 
in the event of Harrison’s nomination. Could 
they deliver the goods? 

That question bothered them. They all 
recognize the fact that General Harrison is 
not popular, even at his own home. The 
grand son cry isa very apt one, for Harcison 
is a thorough aristocrat; and as might be sup- 
posed, he has not devoted much of his time to 
mixing with the people. Recognizing this 
fact, the managers turned to Porter as the 
Moses who must lead the party from the wil- 
derness; for Porter is unquestionably strong 
with the masses—his several compaignus have 
shown that. 

The ticket, then, was Harrison for president 
and Porter for Governor. 

But Porter says ‘no.’ Wheth- 
er his positive declination is due 
to a deference tothe half dozen or so able gen- 
tlemen who aspire for the gubernatorial nomi- 
nation to whom Mr. Porter had already given 
h‘s promise not to be a candidate, or to hisown 
disinclination to be used as a cat’s paw to rake 
in the chestnuts for General Harrison, is not 
known. But his letter is positive in its tones, 
and although he ‘will do everything jn his 
power to secure republican success,”” he will 
not go to the front of the battle as the candi- 
date for governor. 

NO LACK OF CANDIDATES. 

Who will be that candidate now? 

Upon the answer to that question depends 
all the chances of republican success. With 
a strong candidate for governor, republican 
success is possible; without a man of positive 
inherent strength, the republican party in In- 
diana might just as well shut up shop. 

There is no lack of candidates. The state 
convention will be held on Wednesday next, 
and unless all signs fail, there is going to bea 
lively fight. The big bosses have not yet given 
up the idea of Porter, but the other candidates 
are striking out for themselves. 

The most persistent of these is Colonel Rob- 
ertson, Whose so-near-and-yet-so-far experi- 
ences have been nnmerous enough to earn for 
him the title of the “great disappointed.”’ 
Robertson is not particularly strong, but if he 
is again disappointed the disaffection of his 
friends will provea serious disturbing element. 
In contemporary political history, Colonel 

2obertson will be remembered asthe gentle- 
man who tried to bejlieutenant-governor two 
years ago, and to bulldoze the democratic leg- 
islature into making Harrison senator, but 
found in Green Smith a stumbling-block. 
ROBERTSON’S DISAPPOINTMENTS. 

Robertson’s disappointments date much far- 
ther back, however. His home is Fort Wayne, 
once a democratic stronghold, but of late years, 
through his leadership, somewhat on the un- 
certain list. Robertson has been called the 
pack-horse of the republican party, for much 
of the work and none of the honors have been 
thrown upon him. He has been promised the 
gubernatorial nomination for these many years, 
but each time has had to step aside for some- 
body else. Now he wants it and wants it bad- 
ly, and ‘“‘by the great horn spoon”—one of the 
mildest of hoosier oaths—he proposes to have 
it or make trouble. 

SOME OTHER CANDIDATES. 

The temperance element is another source of 
anxiety. It finds its representation in Con- 
gressman Will Cumback, who is known 
as the Sunday school statesman—an 
avowed prohibitionist. Cumback thinks the 
nominatiod due him. But the Harrison man- 
agers see that it would be nothing short of sui- 
cide to nominate him. 

Congressman Steele wants to pose as the unan- 
imous choice, and is doing all his electioneer- 
ing on the quiet. The feeling in favor of Steele. 
seems to be on the increase, and just now he 
looks like a strong possibility. 

General Hovey, of the Evansville district, 
has been devoting his time in congress to work- 
ing the pension racket and now wants to pose 
as the soldier candidate. He agrees that it 
would never do to nominate acivilian ticket 
against the ticket put in the field by the demo- 
crats, a very sensible argument, and one which 
is likely to have an effect. 

THE DEMOCRATIC STATE TICKET. 

There is no doubt that much depends upon 
the relative strength of the two state tickets. 
The democratic ticket is a strongone. Col- 
onel Matson, who heads it as candidate for 
governor, has a fine record as soldier and 
stateman, and is personally popular besides. 
He has no enemies in his own party, and has 
many friends outside of it, So he is without 
doubt a strong candidate. The rest of the 
ticket is generally considered strong; and the 
democratic leaders are well satisfied. 

HAS NOT BEGUN YET. 

All eyes are going to be turned toward Ind- 
jana in this campaign. Thisisthe pivotal 
state, a fact that is duly recognized by the 
leaders of both parties. Anda red hot fight it 
will be. 

But it has not been begun as yet. The re- 
publican convention on Wednesday will start 
the ball to rolling, and then lookout! Indiana 
is the political hotbed of this country, and 
when the Hoosiers get started the fur is cer- 
tainly going to fly. This will be the hottest 
fight Indiana has ever seen. 

PREDICTIONS OUT OF ORDER. 

Predictions as to the outcome are not yet in 
order. The situation is that of the calm pre- 
ceding the storm. “Old Joe’? McDonald hit 
the nail on the head the other day when he 
said: ‘The total vote of the state, with the 
increase since 1884, will be 500,000—2410,000 
straight democratic, 235,000 straight republi- 
can, 25,000 floating, composed of labor, green- 
back and prohibition. Now, to win, the re- 
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vote than we do, and I don’t believe they 
can.’’ 


It’s that floating vote that will decide the 
result. Now, who will get it? 

Wait till the ides of November. 

Senator Voorhees Makes a Speech. 

TERRE Havuts, Ind., August $4.—The de- 
mocracy of this city and vicinity held a mass 
meeting tonight, and Senator Voorhees made 
the opening speech of the democratic cam- 
p2ign in Indiana, this being the senator’s 
home. The street procession was a large and 
creditable display and the wigwam where the 
meeting was held was crowded. Senator 
Voorhees was tendered an ovation on his ap- 
pearance, the audience rising and cheering 
several minutes. 

On the platform were many democrats of 
state and local prominence. Senator Voor- 
hees’s address was listened to with marked at- 
tention, and he was frequently interrupted by 
rounds of applause.

Men with blanched faces fought their way 
desperately, howling, swearing, scratching, 
fighting, all fleeing from they knew not what. 
In two minutes everything was over, and the 
crowd returned. 

An hour later a similar stampede occurred, 
caused by the same drum. There was satire 
in the remark made by B. R. Tillman, who 
was speaking at the time: “In Edgetield,’’. he 
said, ‘when we see the prospects of a row, we 
generally run to it—not from it.’’ 

It was altegether the most remarkable 
fhing in the way of a panic that has ever 
occurred, at least *in the open air. The hat 
stores are doing a good busines today. 
Another peculiar feature — of the 
meeitng was that Tillman, who, 
without being a candidate for 
office, is following the campaign party, de- 
nouncing the democratic state adminstration 
as corrupt and aristocratic, seemed to have 
captured a majority of the crowd, whites and 
blacks. 

TILLMAN AS AN INDEPENDENT.

THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK. 


Not Much Change from Last Week—Dun’s 
Report, 

New York, August 3.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
review of trade for the week says: 

Business is a i ttle better, and in the aggregate 
volume is now fully equal to that of last year at this 
date, though small in some important branches, 
The iron and woolen trade have materially decreas- 
ed, but the business in groceries, lumber and farm 
products generally is large, and confidence in an 
improvement at no distant day grows stronger. 
This confidence hassubstantial basis in the —e 
prospects which grow more Satisfactory each wee 
and in the belief that changes of the tariff affiecting 
important industries will, by congressional disa- 
greement, be referred to a vote of the people, 

At some points the lateness of the season retards 
a revival of activity, and at many the recently pre- 
vailing dullness is still unbroken; but the general 
result is a possible increase ofactivity. At Pittsburg 
and Nashville larger transactions and better prices 
iniron have been noticed, with an improveme:t 
aiso in eharcoal iron at Detroit. Wool dealingsare 
smaller than usual, farmers hoping for better prices 
hereafter, and dry goods are not especially active, 
the demand fcr woolens being slack even at low 
prices, and for cottons rather irregular for the 
season. 

The speculative markets have been non-active. 
Wheat has risen four cents for the week, with sales 
of 83,000,000 bushels at New York, and corn one 
cent, with sales of 16,000,000 bushels, and oats two 
cents, but all were still higher on Wednesday and 
bave since declined. Hogs have risen ten cents, 
lard fifteen ceuts per 100 pounds and pork twenty- 
five cents per barrel; oil one and one-half cents and 
cotton twenty-two cents per 100 pounds, with sales 
of 269,000 bales. 

The excellence of crop prospects in this country 
does not prevent an advance in products, which is 
based on the belief in a larger foreign demand here 
after, though exports thus tar have been much be- 
low those of last year. 

lron is considered stronger, though No. 1 South- 
ern is quoted at $17.25, delivered in Brooklyn, and 
steel rails are lower, sales being quoted equivalent 
to $29 at eastern mills. The —— average of all 
prices has risen two anda half percent since July 


first. 

Reports as to.collections do not improve, and 
complaints are common. Most industries appear 
fairly employed, though no improvement is seen in 
iron or woolen manutacture, and 108 qualities of 
wool average exactly the same prices as on July 
first, but labor difficulties are gradually diminished. 
Exchanges at all points are smaller than a year 
ago, because of decline at New York. Outside of 
this city the aggregate shows a gain of one per cent. 
Foreign trade is diminishing, however. New York 
reports for four weeks show decline of 13,3 per cent 
in value of exports, and much more for the latest 
week, with only aslight increase in imports. This 
state of foreign tradeis a constant reminder that 
much depends upon the continuance of foreign in- 
vestments and loans. ; 

New York returns would indicate an excess of 
merchandise imports over exports of about 
$13,000,000 for July, following $61.000,000 for the pre- 
vious six months. Unless products move out freely 
embarrassment may result. Arise in the prices of 
exportable products tends to check their move- 
ment, 

The treasury has taken in during the past week 
$2,000,000 more than it has paid out, and the actual 
circulation of all kinds is about $5,000,000 less than 
it was a mouth ago, owing mainly to the large re- 
tirement of bank notes. ‘put this results from the 
comparative inactivity of trade, and reports 
from all monetary centers indicate the supply of 
money to be ample for all legitimate business, The 
settlement of the cable war, and the excellent crop 
prospects, have been used to advance stocks about 
sixty-two cents per share, but western freight wars 
do not yet improve, in spite ot the frequent hopeful 
reports. Business failures throughout the country 
during last week number for the United States 191, 
Canada 25; tdtal 216; against 221 last week.

A Queer Old Tar-Heel Who: 
Paddled His Own Canoe. 
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HIS * HOBBY SELF-RELIANCE 


He Preferred to Drown Rather 
Than Call for Assistance. 


Rateicn, N. C., August 4.—[Special.]— 
There was a very remarkable death by drown- 
ing at Nagshead, a seaside resort on the coast 
of this state, last Tuesday, the details of which 
have just reached here. 

The victim was Captain John Banks, a man 
of singular bravery. He was widely known 
and esteemed.

THE COTTON BAGGING. 


What the Atlanta Dealers Have to Say 
About the Trust and Prospects. 
‘What about the corner in cotton bagging ?” 
The question was asked Mr. 8S. F. Woodson, 
of Langston & Woodson, yesterday afternoon. 
‘‘That’s a comprehersive question,’’ he re- 
plied. ‘“‘Inthe first place, bagging has ad- 
vanced about 5 cents on the yard, and is still 
advancing. The general impression is that 
the price will reach about 124 cents. There is 
no fixing the limit definitely, for the corner is 
complete, and the farmers will just have 
to pay what the trust people demand. 
They have control of the bagging 
in this county. It will take some time to im- 
port bagging from other countries, and the 
early crop must be put on the market. So 
ther® is absolutely no help for the first crop. 
The cotton is due here by the Ist of Sep- 

tember.”’ 

‘Where will the foreign bagging 
from ?”’ 

‘‘India and the East Indies. When there 
was just such a corner as this four years ago 
our bagging came from there. Some Dundee 
bagging was brought here, too, but I don’t 
think any more will be brought.”’ 

‘What will the farmers’ loss amount to?” 
“Calculate. The cotton crop of Georgia is 
800,000 bales, and each bale requires six yards, 
orin round numbers 5,000,000 yards. So the 
loss to Georgia farmers cannot be less than 
$200,000. Now, you understand this is not an 
absolute loss, Six yards of bagging weigh nine 
pounds and the bagging is weighed with the 
cotton and paid for by the buyers at the price of 
cotton. Say the-farmer pays 12 cents per yard 
for his bagging, or 72 cents for the bagging per 
bale. He sells that as 9 pounds of cotton at $ 
cents per pound, or exactly 72 cents. He loses 
nothing atall. There is no getting around the 
fact though, that this takes $200.000 out of the 
pockets of Georgia farmers. They are de- 
prived of a profit that they have been reaping 
from the manufacturers of bagging.” 

‘Won't there be a tendency to hold back the 
cotton crop?” 

‘“‘No appreciable tendency. Such a thing 
wouldn’t be tolerated for a moment, The 
farmers all owe debts that mature early, and 
the country merchants would rather furnish 
them bagging free than to have the cotton 
hela back, for the simple reason that they in 
turn must pay somebody else. No, the farm- 
ers will just have to grin and bear it. The 
loss to the south will be something like two 
and three-quarter million dollars. I have just 
come from the north, and the situation is sim- 
ply this: There is plenty of bagging in_ the 
country—plenty of it, but it is in the hands of 
the trust.’ 

‘“W hat is the trust?” 

‘Nevins & Co., of Boston; Waterbury & 
Co., of New York; Warren, Jones & Gratz, of 
St. Louis, and the Charleston Bagging Co., of 
St. Louis. TheCharleston company is a local 
company, so southern people are in the deal, 
though most of trust An are northerners.”’ 

‘‘And there is no way out of it?” 

‘‘None in the world.” 


A CAREER OF CRIME. 
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Exploits of R. ¥. Wright, the Accomplished 
Southwestern Croo 
From the St. Louis Globe-Democrat, 

The biggest sensation of Little Rock, Ark., 
is the confessipn of R. P. Wright, formerly 
city editor of the Democrat, of bigamy. The 
prisoner, who ran away from Little Rock some 
months since, when one of his wives arrived 
here, was captured and lodged in. the White 
county jail under the charge of bigamy, having 
married the daughter of a leading farmer in 
White county. When the case was called for 
trial Wright presented a most pitiful appear- 
ance. He had destroyed the sight of one of 
his eyes and had his face bandaged up with a 
rag. After hearing his statement the circuit 
judge sentenced him to five year’s imprison- 
ment at hard labor. 

In September, 1887, Little Rock was sur- 
prised by the arnnouncement that R. P. Wright, 
city editor of the Democrat, had eloped to 
Searcy with the daughter of Farmer White, of 
Bayou Meto township, and the two had_ been 
married, as he was at that time engaged to a 

oung lady in Little Rock. Soon afterward 

Vright gave out he would give up journalism 
and remove to Bayou Meto township and de- 
vote himself to the practice of medicine. 
Things went on quietly until some time in De- 
cember, when Wright’s wife, whom he mar- 
ried in Sherman, Tex., came here and began 
talking of prosecuting him. Before her_pres- 
ence had become known to only a few Wright 
disappeared suddenly. When captured later 
he made a full confession, the text of which 
was as follows: : 

His real name was Loggins, not Wright, 
and he was born in San Augustine county, 
Texas, about 1850. The quiet life of a farm 
had little attraction for the restless spirit of 
young Loggins, and after ee shooting 
his cousin, a boy companion, be went into 
Jasper county and became. an apprentice ina 
printing office, about 1571, where he worked 
for nearly two years, then studied law and 
was admitted to the bar in 1874. : 

About this time he married Miss Mollie Gil- 
breth, who is now the mother of four children 
by him. Shortly after his marriage he was 
elected county attorney, and after serying the 
term left and moved to San Augustincfeounty, 
Texas, where he practiced law and edited a 
newspaper. Loggins moved every year or two 
between 1874 and 1580 and became well known 
in the counties of Jasper, Sabine, San Augus- 

tine and Shelby in the practice of law. 

In 1880 or 1881 he attempted to set up title 
to 1,107 acres of land by forging the name of 
William Gibson, of Louisiana, When de- 
tected he left and traveled about, during 
which, time he spent several weeks at Center 
Point, Howard county, Ark. While there 
hé came near marrying 
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| land trouble in Texas, which gavé him a sud 
den desire to again travel. It appéars that he 
returned to Texas, and was jailed oman indict. 
ment for forgery, found by the Sabin@ county 
grand jury in September, 15882. 

In a few months he broke jail, and ,has 
since been a fugitive. He é#oined a band of: 
bad characters, of which he virtually be- 
came leader, and for two years or more kep® 
that whole section of country intimidated, 
With-.the assistance of Sam Swan and W. E. 
T. Ogletree, Loggins broke into the Sabmne 
county jail and released Fred Williams, Willis 
and John Conner, four brothers, and the worst 
of criminals, the latter being under sentence 
for murder. All have since been killed in the 
attempt to capture them, except John, who’ 
has evaded detection. A squad of Texas’ 
rangers scoured several counties in search of 
Loggins, Swan and Ogletree and, after months 
of pursuit, failed to getthem. Loggins had 
oilicers and people intimidated and with his 
Winchester rifle, which he could use with un- 
erring aim, would go about and openly defy 
arrest. Hie had some friends and many accom- 
plices that afforded secluded retreat when 
there was much danger of his capture. 

After Loggins escaped jail and while plans 
ning the release of the Conner gang, he assassi- 
nated Abe Smith at a saw mill, shooting him 
six times with a Winchester.

Te 
the incidents above related might be added 
many more which occurred in his career of 
crime in Texas.

A gen- 
tleman in Little Rock, who became acquainted 
with Wright in Howard county in 1882, recog- 
nized him last fall, and being aware that he 
was wanted in Texas began an investigation of 
the case, Sheriff Worthen lending his assiste 
ance. Pending this Wright fled. When he 
wastaken back the Texas authorities were 
notified, and Officers Simms and Caldwell, of 
Sabine, went to Little Rock te take him back 
to Texas.

He suggests 
that the crop be baled with cotton duck. 
During the war this substantial article was 
used for shoes, buckets, and various other 
necessary articles. Why could it not be 
used for baling cotton? Here is what the 
correspondent says: 

We know that cotton. duck makes good shoas, 
that we used it for artillery buckets during the war, 
and that a bale of cotton wrapped in it, close and 
carefully, will open out in New York, Fall River or 
Liverpool, as fresh, bright, waterless, sandless and 
mudless asthe day it left the gin—without rot, de- 
terforation, stain or change of weight from expo- 
sure to rains, handling, climate, etc., and we know 
that avoiding these gives satisfaction at home and 
abroad, cheapens insurance, and does away with 
many evils in estimates of damages, etc., and with 
what a certain book describes as the “iron between 
buyer and seller.’ We know this excellent, coarse, 
heavy bagging, made ot cheap cotton, would go 
through untorn, and could again aid again be baled 
and shipped back to us each time ata reduced figure 
of cost, covering two or three crops with same 
goods, as the spliced ties now used are made to do, 
and then be valuable as paper stock, ete.+ I would 
like to hear from the trade on this subject, and 
shall hold myself ready to prove that we can bale 
our cotton in this. superior bagging at from 3e to 4c 
per yard, or less. 

- Another correspondent. of the Times- 
Democrat makes the point that the produc- 
tion of this bagging at home would require 
the consumption of nearly half a million of 
bales of cotton, and he adds that the mil- 
lions of money We send away every year 
would be spent in the south among our own 
factories, and that the consumption and re- 
duction of the surplus cotton would 
be in our favor. ‘The cotton wrap- 
ping would cost more than the jute 
bagging—that is, the price would

The Banner County of Georgia Beginning to 
be Apperciated by the World. 

The great industrial movement in steel and 
its production in the south has received a new im- 
petits by the recent action of a syndicate of wealthy 
capitalists who have organized themselves into & 
compatiy, to be called the Cartersville Steel. and 
Furnace company with the purpose of erecting at 
Cartersville a large furnace to cost about $300,000, 00.

The company will go to work.at once, plans have 
been made,specifications drawn up and they are now 
ready for b'ds; there will be no hesitation, nojdelays, 
but everything will goon with thesame energy that 
has.already characterized their movements in.the 
past and before long the ground willbe broken for 
an enterprise that will inaugurate a new era in the 
production of steel and one that may. revolutionize 
that great industry throughout the world. 

The enterprise will be closely watched with grent 
interest by the progressive iron masters of the south 
and elsewhere, as the company have comtraeted 
with the Pratt Steel eompany of Birmingham, Ala., 
for the use of their process for deph osphorizing Tron 
in the blast furnace, it being a well known fact that 
the iron ores near Cartersville, while being very 
rich in metajic iron, have too large a phosphoris 
content, to allow of their conversion. into steel. 
The Pratt g@process, however, entirely elim- 
inates that ot jectionable element, charactcrized by 
Carnegie as the ‘demon of iron,’’ and renders the 
metal treated by this method capable of conversion 
into steel ;-in other words, they propose to produce 
from the: highly phosphoretit ores of the south a 
metal that will elass asa high grade Bessemer pig. 

THE PRATY PROCESS.

H. Colien invited the Lam hackers io re- 
main, and stated thatthe objects for which 
the- meeting had been called had not 
been carried out. That the meeting was called 
to elect gubernatorial delegates, and this the 
Ram Rockers had not even attempted to do. 
He then proceeded to read resolutions indors- 
ing Governor Gordon’s administration and 
nominating gubernatorial dciegates 

A resolution was then adopted recommend- 
ing E. H. Calloway of Burke for elector from 
the tenth district. 

A resolution was next adopted recommend- 
ing a revision of the rotation system, and sen- 
atorial delegates were elecied after which the 
mecting adjourned.

‘There are dozens of men who would swear 
that to the best of their knowledge and belief 
the Ram Rockers did not once mention guber- 
natorial delegates dvring the meeting, but that 
ihe list furnished was on afterthought. 
| ARE THEY DEMOCRATS ? 

Since the mass meeting was held it has been 

developed that many of the Ram 
Kockers belong to an organization known 
as the “Independent Order of United 
Workingmen,” and that Mr. Silas OC. 
Réad, Jr., the chairman of the mass meeting, 
is the secretary of the order. This order was 
built upon the ruins of ihe Knights of Labor, 
and proposes to accomplish at the ballot box, 
what the knights could not accomplish by 
strikes and boycotts. It is an indapendent 
political labor party which damns both the 
domocratic aud republican part.es as corrupt 
and rotten. <A letter written by Chairman 
Silas C. Read is alsoin tlhe possession of the 
ring, in which he declares himself against im- 
micration and against foreigners and Catho- 
lics holding office. 
- The ring, therefore, claims that Mr. Read is 
not a democrat, and that he and all of his fel- 
low members of the order were barred from 
taking part in a democratic mass meeting. 

Also that after Mr. Lamar was recognized 
by the chair and was addressing the meeting, 
it was incompetent for the chair, without de- 
claring him out of order and ruling him off the 
floor, to put motions to the meeting and declare 
them carried while he was speaking. They, 
therefore, claim that the entire procedure and 
action of the Ram Rockers’ meeting was out of 
order, and illegal, and null and void. 

These questions the state convention must 
pass upon Wednesday, when they come to seat 
éither the Ring or Ram Rocker delegation.

The railroad, steamboat and express compa- 
nies are aiding in the work of the exposition. 
All articles to be exhibited will be transported 
for one rate only, being returned free where 
they haye not changed ownership. All county 
exhibits will be brought to the exposition and 
returned free of charge. The Southern Ex- 
press company, the Telegraph and Telephone 
companies, will all have offices upon the 
grounds, These arrangements for the handling 
of articles and for the convenience of exhibit- 
ors will add very largely to the success of the 
enterprise which. now gives promise of 
being a grand succ€ss. 

The exposition grounds here are unusually 
attractive. They lie beautifully, along the 
Chattahoochee river and are approached by 
half a dozen avenues of the city. being within 
the corporate limitsand only a few minutes 
walk from the business streets. They are ac- 
cessible by rail, horse car and steamboat. The 
numerous buildings for the great show are well 
under way, a force of several hundred hands 
being engaged. There is no question that this 
will be one of the most important exhibitions 
in the south, both in its present and future re- 
sults and will go largely towards drawing peo- 
ple and capital to the great south.

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GEORGIA’S “GEM CITY.” 


Beautiful Little City Crowded 
Winter and Summer. 


ITS NATURAL ADVANTAGES 


Marietta’s Wonderful Stride asa 
Health Resort. 


It is somewhat surprising that the people of 
Atlanta, particularly, have not recognized in 
a more positive manner the very great advan- 
tages of Marietta as a health and pleasure re- 
sort during the summer.

Pre-eminently one of the prettiest little cities in 
all the southland is Marietta, Ga. Built in the 
midst of a superb growth of oak trees, which crown 
the hills onlya couple of miles south of the far- 
famed Kennesaw mountain, and having within it- 
self all the elements of beauty and taste, it well de- 
serves the title of ‘“‘The Little Gem City of Georgia.” 

At the Western and Atlantic railroad depot its ele- 
vation above the sea is 1,132 feet, and upon the 
summits of several of the beautiful hills within its 
limits there is an altitude attained of possibly a 
coup!e of scores or more of feet above this; hence it 
‘can readily be noted that the atmosphere is very 
fine and tbe scenery charming.

MINERAL WATERS AND BRACING AIR. 

Almost at the base of Kennesaw mountain, 
and within fifty yards of the Western and At- 
lantic railroad, there is a fine chalybeate spring 
which is much resorted to by the Marietta peo- 
ple and by visitors. Within a half mile of this 
spring there are two others which have for their 
properties iron, and the carbonates and chlo- 
rides of soda, lime and magnesia. Flowing. 
ing immediately out of the-side of Kennesaw 
mountain on the southeast is also a bold spring 
which is, strongly impregnated with alum. 
These springs are within a mile of each other, 
and within a mile anda half of Marietta. 

From the railroad pamphlet above alluded to, 
the following is of interest: 

In this connection it is worthy of note that on the 
sides of the famous Kennesaw mountain there is a 
considerable growth of cactus, or prickly pear. 
This shows that thesame atmospleric conditions 
exist at and near Marietta as in New Mexico, which 
is considered the sanitarium of America for all 
afflicted with pulmonary or brunchial dis- 
eases, inasmuch as this growth abounds in the terri- 
tory named.

You 
meet them in the hotels and in the boarding- 
houses; yousce them walking on the streets 
or riding, and sometimes the trains between 
Atlanta and Marietta have crowds of them.”

The faculty of the Southern Medical college 
deem that the time has arrived when a defiti- 
nite statement should be given to the public 
and their professional conferees in reference 
to the ef street hospital the purposes which 
prompted its establishment, and what it pro- 
poses to do in the future. 
To advanee the cause of medical education 
and furnish shelter and skilled treatment to 
the suffering poor, have been the leading ideas 
on the part of the faculty, To this end con- 
tracts at very low figures were acccpted from 
the city for the treatment of both whites and 
blacks, the latter of whom had never hereto- 
fore received any hospital facilities. The city 
authorities have seen fit to cancel these con- 
tracts, in, tosay the least of it,a summary 
fashion. The real causes for such action might 
be given, but the continuation of the contract 
was a matter of little consequence to the fac- 
ulty. Butin connection with this hasty, not 
to say ill-advised action, viewed from the 
standpoint of the city, many vague rumors 
have beenin circulation, one of which was 
that Dr. Powell had resigned tho presidency of 
the faculty, thereby implying a lack of harno- 
ny or a want of confidence on the part of the 
faculty in Dr. Powell, Jwhereas this body was 
never more harmonious or its confidence in 
Dr. Powell mor@ steadfast and unshaken.

SHERIDAN IS DEAD. | 
The General of the Army Passes 
Away. | 


A RETURN OF THE HEART TROUBLE- 


ghe General’s Death Was Sadden—How the 
News WasMeceived in Washing: 
ton—Physicians’ Bulletins , 
OE 
Nonquitt, Mass., August 5.—CGeneral Sheri- 
dan’s death ocurred at 10:20 this evening. 
Previous to the sudden appearanes of heart 
failure at about 9:0 there had been no premo- 
nitions today of any unfavorable change in his 
condition. The weather has been warmer 
than usual and tho géiefal was “ 
times a little restless, but seome 
generally bright and cheerful today. His 
yoice was strong; he took a smiall { . 
supply of nourishment, slept occasionally as 
usual, and the doctors aud his family were in 
ye fal spirits. , 
ks eo" ets Mrs. Sheridan and the doctors 
went tothe hotel for supper, and soon ater 
their return the. usual  proparations se the 
night were made. At about 9:20 Colonel 
Sheridan said “Good night’’ to his brother and 
went to his hotel, there having been through 
the day no sign whatever of any unfavorable 
change in his congition. At 9:30 symptoms 
of heart failure sud¥enly appeared, and Doc- 
tors O'Reilly and MAtthews, who were with 
him at the tim@ immediately appli d 
remedies which had proved successful in all 
similar attacks, but this time they were with- : 
out effect, and despite all that could be done, 
the general gradually sank into a condition of 
complete unconsciousness and at 10:20 
breathed his last. 
Mrs. Sheridan, the sisters Maban and Justia- 
ian, and the faithful body servant Klein, were 
also at his bedside throughout his dying hours. 
No atrangement has yet been determined 
upon in régard to the time or place of the gen- 
eral’s burial. per 
Tho following official bulletin was issued to 
the Associated Press at midnight: 
General Sheridan died at 10:20 thisevening. The 
immediate cause of death was heart failure. The 
remote cause was disease of the mitrael andaoerti¢ 
valves, the existence of which was known w his 
physicians, himsetf and hi family in November of 
last year. The complicatity ich have occurred 
have been nervous exhaustion, pulmonary insaro- 
tions, pneumonia, pulmonary ocgeria, 
anasaca and hemorrhages. The last } 
day of bis life was Sonvewhat restless, but no more 
go than he has been several times sinee his arrival 
at Nonqiutt, At. 9:30 syniptoms of heart failure sud- 
denly appeared. The remedies which had hitherto 
been successful were vigorousty applied, but proved 
ineffectual, and he sank rapidly, dying painiess|y 
atthe hour named.

THE NEWS IN WASHINGTON. 
Wasnrxerox, August 6.—Owing to the 
lateness of the hour at which the nows of 
teneral Sheridan’s' death was received it is 
impossible to get any information from the 
more important public officials. Neither the 
president nor secretary of war has heard of 
the death of the commander of the army, and- 
the first news Colonel Lamont had of it was 
received from an Associated Press reporter. 
A telegram was received at the white house 
from Nonquitt at 12:08 a. m., and a messenger 
boy told a night watchman that it 
xvas an announcement of General Sheridan’s 
death. The watchman decided: not to tele- 
phone tle news to the pre sident at Oak View, 
nor to distarb Colonel Lamont, as they were 
both undoubtedly asleep, and nothing could be 
done until morning, The seal of thejtelegram 
was, therefore, left unbroken. 
Colonel Lamont, however, was subsequently 
awakened by an Associated Pross reporter, and 
informed of the sad news. He said that he 
would not communicate it to the president 
until morning. Theringing of the colonel’s 
door-bell awakened several of his neighbors, 
and they expressed sincere sotrow%t the death 
of the general, and sympathy for his family. 
One of the servants at Secretary Endicott’s 
was notified of the death but he declined to 
awaken the secretary to Communicate the 
news to him.
